TOUR IN MEXICO. 

Xarratke of a tate Tnrr in the Upper part of 
Mexico by Capt: liecknell. 

On the 15 th November last, I left Santa Cruz, 
•ivjth a party of men, employee^ 111 my service, 

I with a view of' trapping ou the Green River, 
several hundred miles from Santa Fp. 

in the course of mv route towards the point of 
destination, 1 passed through the gap in a moun 
tain, which w as so narrow as greatly to resemble 
a gateway This mountain which bad the ap- 
pearance of an artificial moun l, was about three 
or four hundred feet high, and not more than ten 
tret in breadth at the base The country here 
is poor,, and only timbered with pine and cedar. 
I met in this vicinity, several parties of Indians, 
who were poor and ino. tensive. It was, howev- 
er, reported, that some of ilie Indians who spent 
some time with us, afterwards committed imir- 
leis upon the persons of some of tiie engages of 
Mr. Ibevost, of St. Louis, and robbed the re- 
unde : . We suffered every misery incident to 
»iich an enierprize in the winter seasou, such as 
tunger and cold — but were exempted irom rob- 
ei y. The iieMi of a very lean horse, which we 
*. pi e constrained to break our last wiln, was, at 
■ his time pronounced excellent But vvnen his 
ones were afterwards served up, as a matter of 
<■ es: tv, thev were noi as well ivlisiie.i, hut 
,.id nearly proved Ja.al to the whole party. We
